The ulauets, we know, are near to us, 


members of our own solar system, anil 
shine only by the reflected light of the 
sun: hut the stars are suns and shine 
by their own light, says the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer. 
Neptune, the most dis- 


tant planet, is not quite 3,OUD.OOO,000 
miles away and makes the circuit of the 
sun in 164 years, hut Alpha Centaurl, the 
nearest star whose distance is kuown, 
is four lisht years away, which means 
that the light that comes to us from 
that star takes four years to make its 
journey. 
To measure the distance of tho stars 


in miles would give us numbers that 
we could not grasp, and so we speak of 
their distance In terms of light years, 
that is, the distance that light travels 
in a year. Light travels 1S6.000 miles 
a second. It makes the' circuit of oiir 
globe, more than seven times in a sec- 


ond and travels the 
93,000,000 
miles 


that separates us from the sun in a 
little over eight minutes; but H takes 
lour years to reach us from the nearest 
star. Although the nearest stp.r is four 
light years distant it is exceptionally 
near compared with other stars. The 
distances of most stars are measured by 
the hundreds and even thousands of 
light years. 
We would naturally ex- 


pect that the brightest stars would be 
the nearest, but this is not always the 
case. While as a rule the brighter stars 
arc nearer than the fainter ones there 
are marked exceptions. Canopus, the 
brightest star In the sky with the ex- 
ception of Sirius, is, according 
recent determination, 4S9 light 
years 


distant, and. IB 40,000 times as bright 
us the sun, with a diameter 134 times 
as great. As compared with this jruinl 
:iun, our awn sun shrinks 
into insig- 


nificance. 
The measurement o£ tho distance of 


the stars is one of the most difficult 
problems in astronomy. The diameter 
of the earth's orbi: is 186,000,000 miles, 
and iio when we arc in opposite points 
of the orbit at intervals of six montlis 
we would expect to see »he stars dis- 
placed somewhat in position, due to our 
change in position of !SG,OOO fUOO miles, 
but only the most delicate measure- 
ments can detect any change in the po- 
ritioti of the stars, due to the enormous 
t-hange *of position. 
' 


About 100 stars have shown a slight 


chuny,*; in position when -so observed, 
and with more refined methods of ob- 
servation we may be able to detect it 
for several hundred more. 
This dis- 


placement, when it can be measured, 
gives us a means of determining the 
distance of the stars observed. It .3 
called the 
stellar 
parallax, and is a 


very minute quantity, less than one 
srecoiul ot" arc even for the nearest star. 


We speak of the fixed, unchanging 


stars; but no star is at rest and no star 
is unchanging. 
The stars are in con- 


stant, motion, and it is a very sluggish 
i;tar that docs not move through space 
faster 
than 
one mile a second.

f pace is spoken of as its proper motion,

' 


Whether because France lias done 


Borne matchless fighting during 
the 


fvar and has talked but little, or he- 
cause all the .world, including her ene- 
mies, respects the splendid spirit shown 
by the Krench nation In the struggle, 
any announcement of the French gov- 
ernment 
carries 
special 
conviction. 


The papers have quoted liberally from 
speeches made in the British parlia- 
ment and the German reichstag. but 
little has come'out of France, except 
nev.s of prallant conflicts from the time 
of the battle of the Maine to the pres- 
ent struggle at Verdun. From star.t to 
finish, Fiance will do the fighting to 
the limit of her power and will leave 
most o£ the talking to the other bel- 
li gerents- 


This fact makes all the more impres- 


sive the answer of President Polncarc 
to the intimations of peace possibili- 
ties'in the recent German note ^to the 
United Slates. It will be recalled that 
Germany alluded to its 
peace 
offers 


and gave the United 
States govern- 


ment a'hlnj'that peace negoiiations 
might not be unacceptable to Germany 
•at this time. 


In effect, this is what the great pres- 


ident of France says to Germany in 
.'his speech to Lorraine 
refugees 
at 


Niuirv: "If you want peace, you must 
ask for it and give up your bluff of 
pretending to dictate its terms as a 
victorious power. So long as you keep 
up your show of arrogance, so long 
TMll the war last, and there will be no 
peace until the allies dictate it to a 
defeated 
Germany. 
Moreover, 
when 


peace does come, it must 
guarantee 


permanent peace to France and to Ku- 
rope by the destruction of the spirit 
of militarism that has been a menace 
to the peace' of Europe for a quarter 
of a century." In the course of his 
speech he said: "Neither directly nor 
indirectly have cur enemies offered us 
peace. But-we do not want them to 
offer it to .us." 


Theie is no indication in this that 


the allies disagree in their 
attitude 


towards peace possibilities. England 
still declares her intention of fighting 
until Germany asks for quarter, and 
Russia 
says likewise. After all, th 


war may be settled at Verdun and not 
in (he chancellories as the world was 
beginning to think.

ALPHA- CENTAURI TO REACH US, 


SAYS PHILADELPHIA INQUIRER 


The planets, we know, are near lo us, 


members of our own solar system, and 
shine only by the reflected light of the 
sun; but the stars are suns and shine 
by their own light, says the Philadel- 
phia. Inquirer. - Xeptune, the- most dis- 
tant planet, is not quite 3,000.000,000 
miles away and-makes the circuit of the 
sun in.164 years, but Alpha Centauri, the 
nearest star whose distance Is known, 
Is four light years away, which means 
that the light that comes to us from 
that star takes four years to make its 
journey. 
-To measure the distance of the stars 


in miles would give us numbers that 
we could not grasp, and so we speak of 
their distance in terms of light years, 
that is, the distance that light travels 
in a year. Light travels 1S6.000 miles 
a second. It makes the circuit of our 
Elobo more than seven times in a sec- 


ond and travels the 
93,000,000 
miles 


that separates us from the sun in 
little over eight minutes; but it takes 
four years to reach us from the nearest 
star. Although the nearest st<?.r is four 
light years distant it is exceptionally 
near compared with other stars. The 
distances of most stars arc measured by 
the hundreds and even thousands 
of 


light years. 
We would naturally cx- 


Iiect that the brightest stars would be 
the nearest, but this is not always the 
case. While as a rule the brighter stars 
are nearer than the fainter ones there 
are marked exceptions. Canopus, the 
brightest star in the sky with the ex- 
ception of Sirius, is, according to a 
recent determination, 4S9 
light years 


distant, and Is 43,000 times as bright 
as the sun, with a diameter 131 times 
r\s great.. As compared with this giant 
:,un, our own sun shrinks 
iiilo insig- 


nificance. 


The measurement of the distance of 


the stars is one of the most difficult 
problems in astronomy. The' diameter 
of the earth's orbit is 186,000,000 miles, 
and so when we are in opposite points 
of the orbit at intervals of six months 
we T-'ould expect to see the stars dis- 
placed somewhat In position, due to our 
change In position of 186,000,000 miles, 
but only the most delicate measure- 
ments can detect any change in the po- 
sition of the stars, due to the enormous 
change of position. 


About 100 stars have shown a slight 


change in position when so observed, 
and with more refined methods of ob- 
servation we may be able to detect it 
for several hundred more. 
This dis- 


placement, when it can be measured, 
gives us a means of determining the 
distance of Ihe stars observed. It is 
called the 
stellar 
parallax, and is a 


very minute tiuantity, less than one 
second of arc even for the nearest star. 


We speak of the fixed, unchanging 


stars; but no star is at rest and no star 
is . unchanging. 
The stars are In con- 


stant motion, and it is a very sluggish 
iHar that does not move.through spaci; 
faster 
than 
one mile a second. 
The 


motion 
that each star has through 


space Is spoken of as Its^uroper. motion, 
and the results of many observations 
Fhow it is about '21 miles a second on 
the average. 
Some stars move more 


slowly, and some even reach a speed 
of more than 100 miles a second, but 
vhese are exceptional. There are two 
stars whose motion is so grfat 
that 


they would make the entire circuit of 
Ihe heavens in less than 200,000 years, 
a very short time as star times 30. 
They are spoken of as runaway stars. 


It is additional 
proof 
of 
the im- 


mensity of stellar 
distances 
that 
in 


spite of the speed with which the stars 
are moving through space we do not 
notice any marked change in the rela- 
tive positions of the stars in a thou- 
sand years. The constellations which 
we view today would be readily recog- 
nized 
by 
the 
ancient 
astronomers.

with it. Its direction of motion is to- 
ward the bright star Vega, in the con- 
stellation of Lyra; but we need have no 
fear of reaching there 'for millions of 
years to come. 


In composition we know that the 


stars are similar to our sun. That 
ivonderful instrument, the speclroscope. 
has disclosed many of the secrets of 
the heavens, and spectropcopic astron- 
omy is stili in its infancy- 
H has re- 


vealed to us the motion of the stara. 
.vhether stars are approaching or re- 
c-icling. it detects the presence of dark 
todies revolving around brignt stars. 
It was the spectroscope ;hat first made 
known to us the dark companion of 
Sirius. and it tells us vvhat elements 
are to be found in the stars and-nebu- 
lae and In what condition these ele- 
ments are. Incandescent hydrogen ap- 
rcnrs prominently in the spectra of the 
Htars, and many elements familiar to 
us and others that are unknown. 


The presence of dark bodies in spacs 


revealed by the spectroscope points to 
Uio fact that the suns gradually die 
out. although their age is counted by- 
he millions of years. We find stars In 
•ill stages of development fiom 
UK 


rebulous stage to that of a cold, dark 
tody speeding unseen through 
space 


until collision with or close approach 
o another body transforms it into a 
.slow-ini; 
mass 
again. 
The fact that 


new* stars blaze lip suddenly in 
the 


heavens points to such 
catastrophes. 


They are called temporary siars and 
there have been about 15 such stars 
recorded in history. After a few months 
they gradually fade away, and in two 
or three recent cases the. spectroscope 
has shown the spectrum of a nebula, in 
the same place. 


It is reasonable to suppose. In fact 


I* would be unreasonable not to sup- 
pose, that there are other inhabitable 
worlds in space encircling other Kuns. 
Why should our solar system be unique 
in a universe of such vast and wonder- 
ful proportions? Among the millions 
of suns that are known to exist there 
are doubtless many attended .by dark 
bodies of a planetary nature capable of 
sustaining life not

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POINCARE ON PEACE 


Whether because France has done 


some matchless lighting during 
the 


war and has talked but little, or be- 
cause all the .world, .Including her ene- 
mies, respects Ihe splendid spirit shown 
by the French nation in the struggle, 
any announcement of the French gov- 
. enirnent carries 
special 
conviction. 


• Tlie;papers have ijuoied liberally from 
speeches made In the British parlia- 
ment and the German roichstag, but 
little has corne out of France except 
news of gallant conflicts from the time 
ot the battle of the Marno to the pres- 
ent struggle at Verdun. From start to 
finish, France will do the fighting to 
the limit of her power and will leave 
most of the talking to the other bel- 
ligerents. 


This fact makes all the more Impres- 


sive the answer of President Poincarc 
to the intimations of peace possibili- 
ties in the recent German noie to the 
United States. It will be recalled that 
Germany alluded to its 
peace 
offers 


and gave the United States govern- 
ment a. hint that peace negotiations 
might not be unacceptable to Germany 
at this time. 


In effect, this is what the great pres- 


ident of France says to Germany in 
his speech to Lorraine 
refugees 
at 


Nancy: "If you want peace, you must 
ask for it and give up your bluff of 
pretending to dictate its terms as a 
victorious power. So long as you keep 
• up your show of arrogance, so long 
will the war last, and there will be no 
peace until the allies dictate it to a 
defeated 
Germany," Moreover, when 


peace does come, it must 
guarantee 


permanent peace to France and to Eu- 
rope by the destruction of the spirit 
of .militarism that has been H menace 
to the peace of Europe for a quarter 
of a century." In .the course of his 
speech he said: "Neither directly nor 
indirectly have our enemies offered us 
peace. But we do not want them to 
offer it to us." 


.There if no indication in this that 


the allies disagree in 
their 
attitude 


towards peace possibilities. England 
atill declares her intention of fighting 
until Germany asks for quarter, and 
Kussia 
says likewise. 
After all, the 


war may be settled at Verdun and not 


. in the chancellories as the world was 


beginning to think.

If we were to believe the reports in 


some of the Boston papers—and, by 
the way, it is always safe to speak 
of conditions in Boston, which is over 
20 miles from Lowell—the lot of the 
poor unprotected stenographer in that 
city is anything but pleasant. A union 
that numbers among it's

stenographers, accountants, bookkeep- 
ers; etc.," lias just

"clean-up" campaign which in the list 
of demands says that in future there 
must be a new code ot office etiquette 
-which provides that employers shah 
not swear at stenographers and shall 
not kiss or caress them.

To he sure it 
makes good copy and is readable from 
the press point of view, but its effect 
is not good.

rapher who beats the devil's tattoo on 
her typewriter whili keeping her jaws 
going feverishly on a pound or two o( 
chewing gum.

ARMY AND. NAVY BILL 


Without satisfying either 
the 
ex- 


tremists among the apostles of pre 
paredness or the most peaceful of the 
pacifists, the bill for increasing the 
army has gone almost to its final stage 
in congress and it will be out of the 
way in a short time. Much of 
the 


spirit that was behind its introduction 
petered out in later stages and in real- 
ity there will be little changes, except 
possibly an increase in army efficiency. 
The bill is a compromise and 11 will 
provide for a regular army of 206,000 
men at peace strength, a number which 
does not Indicate a tendency towards 
militarism by any rfteans. The

dom of the bill will be generally con- 
ceded when the present war scares 
have passed, as there is no sentiment 
In this country for a great standing 
arm>v_ 


-With fhs navy it is different, and 


there are serious,a~nd patriotic 
men 


sho believe that££rnerira should have 


the greatest navy In the world, or at 
least tlie next to the greatest. While 
[he vrar has been free fi'om great na- 


t-al engagements, the passive strength 
of. the Rrliish licet on the one hand 
and the exploits of Germany's submar- 
ne;s on the other have been among the 
most potent factors ot" the war. 
The 


American government, experts, inven- 
tors, public men and the nation gen- 
erally have 
watched war's develop- 


ments, and there is a great feeling in 
this country that America, the home 
of the world's greatest inventive 
gen- 


ius, should have the best in naval con- 
struction, the latest in aeroplanes, sub- 
marines and the marvellous inventions 
of naval defense which have given war 
a new character along the coasts of 
Europe.

General Scott Reports on Results of 


Conference — Carranza 
Convinced 


Purpose of Expedition to Stamp 
Out Brigandage—10,000 Carranza 
Troops to Prevent Raids 


. WASHINGTON, May 16.—The net re- 
sult of the military conferences at El 
Paso, as reported today by MaJ.-Gei;. 
Scott to Secretary Baker has been lo 
convince 
the 
Carranza government ] 


that the United States lias no ot!icr I 
purpose in its ' operations in northern [ 
Mexico thnn to stamp out brigandage 
and as a consequence there exists sub- 
stantially an unwritten understanding" 
that the Carranza forces shall endeavor 
to demonstrate their ability to handle 
the situation as the necessary first step 
toward withdrawal of the American 
punitive expedition. 


Gen. * Scott believes Gen. Obregon Is 


acting in good-faith and that the bor- 
der situation is less critical today, so 
far as the American government is 
concerned. 


To carry out his share of the plans, 


Gen, Obregon has agreed to occupy and 
police the Parra.1 district, scouring- the 
mountainous regions to the west of that 
town in search of the remnants of Vil- 
la's followers. 
He also agreed to es- 


tablish a strong- patrol line along the 
Mexican side of the Big Bend country 
to prevent Incursions such as that at 
Glenn Springs and Boquillas. 


For that purpose Gen. Otiregon has 


ordered into those regions 10,000 troops 
under Gen. Trevino, s:\id to bo the most 
efficient field commander in the Carran- 
za army. Advices to the war and state 
departments indicate that the 
move- 


ments are being curried out-promptly. ; 
Another important element, and one | 


which American army oflicers regarded j 
as most vital to Gen. Pcrshlng's line of j 
communications, was cleared up by Gen. | 
Obregon's agreement not to bring the' 
large force of Carranza troops in Son- 
ora through Pulpit Pass Into General 
Per.shing's rear. While the war depart- 
ment is satisfied of Gen. Pershing's 
equipment to care for his force in any 
circumstances, the possibility of a large 
Carranza force being moved to his rear 
was regarded with some concern. 


On their side G'en. Scott and General 


Funston assured Gen, Obregon that pre-. 
cautions would be taken by American 
commanders not to dispose their forces 


so as to embarrass the operations of 
the Mexican troops, and also that the 
border patrol on 
the 
American side 


would be strengthened. 


As to Villa himself neither American 


nor Mexican officials seem to have any 
Knowledge of his present whereabouts 
or anything positive to .show that he 
is still alive. 
Gen. Obregon believes 
him dead. 


The first obstacle encountered by the 


American conferees at 131 Paso was 
the necessity of convincing Gen. Obre- 
gon that the expedition after Villa was 
not an Intervention step. The size and 
composition of the force aroused alarm 
among Mexican officials and It 
was 


pointed out to Gen. Scott that it was 
not customary for posses in pursuit of 
one man, to go with field guns and 
mountain artillen;. The American of- 
ficers finally succeeded In persuading 
the war minister, however, that the 
United States government had no in- 
tention other than its announced pur- 
pose to disperse or capture the bandit 
and end the disturbed conditions along 
the border. 


The understanding as to what steps 


would be taken by both military com-' 
manders followed. 


A new plan,for patrolling of the bor- 


der has been recommended by General 
Funston. He proposed a corps of 4S 
motorcycles, 30 tandems and IS single 
machines. 


Secretary Baker said today he would 


probably approve the plan. 
General 


Funston wiil make El Paso the base of 
operations for the motorcycle - scouts.:

Revised Figures Show That Peace 


Strength Will be Even Larger 
Than at First Announced 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—-Revised fig. 


ures on the army reorganization bill 
as agreed upon by house and senato 
conferees, and submitted to the senate 
today by Chairman Chamberlain, show 
that the new army will be even larg- 
er than announced when 
agreement 


was reached last Saturday. 
Careful 


analysis shows the maximum strength 
in time of peace will be 211,000 officers 
and men, Including 25,000 staff troopa, 
Philippine scouts and unasslgncd 
re- 


cruits, and that the war 'strength wilt 
be L'35,500 oflicers and combatant troops, 
which with staffs of troops, scouts, etc., 
added, will bring tlie aggregate maxi- 
mum strength of the regular army to 
261,500. 
The National Guard as reor- 


ganized would total 467,000,'making a 
total of 118,500 available. 


"The results of the work of the con- 


ferees while possibly disappointing to 
some few who have mado hobbles of 
certain features," Senator Chamberlain 
told the senate, "must as a whole be 
welcomed by all who are reasonable 
and unprejudiced as a good bill.

a blanket and more satisfactory. They 
are made from wool batting, covered 
with a casing, of. outing flannel, tacked 
on loosely with ball 'darning 
cotton. 


The edges of this case should be turned 
In and sewed together. Then make a 
Ellkoline cover and tack to'the batting 
and flannel in any way desired. 


Holes in the knees Of stockings are 


usually good sized and after they have 
been washed it 
seems 
Impossible, in 


many cases, to darn them. 
They may 


be mended easily, however, if after the 
clocking. Is taken off you wet the place 
where it Is torn, then lay the stocking 
over some flat surface/where It will dry 
quickly, and pull the threads together 
with your fingers while it is still wet. 


Tho most efficient'1 way to darn runs 


in stockings is to cross stitch them on 
the wrong side. Care should be taken 
to bring the. point of the needle back 
to 
the 
preceding stitchi and 
if 
the 


stitches are taken through the loops of 
the stocking stitch on each side of the 
run they prevent further dropping of 
the stitches. 


For (he larger holes, where the stock- 


ing' supporter 'has. torn, darn diagon- 
ally across the hole from both sides In- 
stead of straight, as it gives a neater 
and firmer darn.

spreads which are so pretty and easily 


made are Just the thing to give the 
necessary color. 
Select a plain white,

roses or a spray of gay colored flowers 
and baste one in each corner with a 
Ir.rger one for the centre. 


Sew to the spread and finish the raw 


edge with a line feather stitch or with 
a long and short bcuttonhole stitch 
This idea can also be carried out for 
scarfs for dressing table and bureau 
Make the scarf of linen cut to fit tha 
top and finish the edges with a scallop 
or a hem and finish this with the stitch 
that was used on the spread. Cut out 
the flowers, and applique to, the edges 
of the scarf. Bunches of. the same flow- 
ers can be added to the corners of tho 
white curtains with good effect. 


In making a graduated lace flounco 


for a petticoat or other underwear,' 
cut the first strip of lace to fit ttio 
garment. 
Then, in stitching. Hold the 


first 'piece a little taut, and tne second 
a little loose, and so on until :the re- 
quired depth 
is 
finished. 
Thus, tho 


flounce will lit smoothly to the gar- 
ment, with just a little ripple at the 
bottom. 


When putting a hem in a garment, 


if a piece of cardboard Is cut the re- 
quired width, It may be slipped along 
and the task quickly and evenly 
ac- 


complished, as it saves 
the 
constant 


handling of 
the 
tape 
measure, and 


there is -no chance of the hem being 
uneven, as the cardboard is rtcnd. 


There are various devices foi holding 


the Individual napkin, but a very sat- 
isfactory contrivance Is a case made 
of. white linen. The case need not be 
more than six inches square when fin- 
ished; Use a strip of linen 15 inches 
long and seven inches wide. Turn the 
material up for six inches, stitch it 
along the side, or, rather, make French 
scams. 
Cut the end of the strip 
to 


form a point. Trace an initial or mono- 
gram on the Hap and piovide ihe case 
v.ith a button and buttonhole.
